Microsoft  Develops  Self-Driving 
Car  to  Compete  With  Google 


Death  toll  still  rising  as  authorities  struggle  to  contain  the  destruction

REDMOND,  WASHINGTON— 

Fire  and  blood  lined  the 
streets  of  Redmond  this 
evening,  home  to  the 
headquarters  of  Microsoft 
Corp.  and  launching  point  for 
the  company’s  first  self-driv- 
ing car  experiment. 

While  this  story  is  ongo- 
ing and  estimates  still  remain 
uncertain,  we  can  report  that 
the  car’s  death  toll  has  so  far 
surpassed  1800,  making  the 
events  that  transpired  today 
the  “worst  accident  in  both 
automotive  and  computing 
history.” 

It  all  started  last  year,  when 
Google  officially  finished  their 
first  road  safe  self-driving  car. 
In  June  2011,  Google’s  self- 
driving car  became  licensed  in 
Nevada  and  has  since  autono- 
mously driven  480,000  miles 
accident-free  on  populated 
streets  and  highways. 

Microsoft,  in  a desperate 
attempt  to  stop  Google  from 
achieving  a monopoly  on  au- 
tonomous cars,  quickly  began 
development  of  a product 
in  early  2012.  A prototype, 
dubbed  the  “Bing-Car,”  was 
created  in  just  under  5 months 
and  was  hastily  licensed  in  the 
state  of  Washington  for  pre- 
liminary road  tests.  The  first 
test  was  scheduled  for  yester- 
day afternoon. 

Our  primary  witness  to 
the  Bing-Car’s  debut,  Micro- 
soft software  engineer  Harold 
Boyle,  describes  the  incident 
as  follows: 

“The  car  started  by  driv- 
ing straight  out  of  the  parking 
lot  at  a gentle  15  mph  and  at- 
tempting to  perform  a right- 
hand  turn  onto  the  street. 
That’s  when  the  screaming  be- 
gan. Fortunately  for  me,  just 
after  the  test  began,  I headed 
inside  to  take  a call.  The  walls 


of  the  building  shielded  me 
from  the  initial  explosion,  but 
that’s  more  than  I can  say  for 
my  colleagues  outside.” 

Sadly,  no  one  quite  knows 
what  went  wrong  with  the 
right-hand  turn,  as  all  wit- 
nesses in  direct  line  of  sight 
were  killed  near-instantly  by 
a combination  of  car  shrap- 


nel, glass,  and  fire.  The  ac- 
cident proceeded  to  cascade 
for  the  next  1-2  hours  in  a 4 
mile  radius,  moving  through 
downtown  Redmond  and  sur- 
rounding areas. 

Reports  include  an  acci- 
dent allegedly  started  by  one 
of  the  Bing-Car’s  stray  tires 
going  airborne  and  colliding 
with  an  oil  tanker  on  Inter- 
state 90,  over  5 miles  away 
from  the  epicentre. 


Another  airborne  piece  of 
the  Bing-Car,  a windshield 
wiper,  managed  to  puncture 
the  main  hose  of  a nearby  fire 
truck  which  was  attempting 
to  control  a building  fire.  The 
building,  a community  centre 
home  to  abandoned  pets  and 
the  city’s  last  remaining  or- 
phanage, perished  along  with 


all  occupants. 

A ballpoint  pen,  left  in  the 
Bing-Car’s  glove  compart- 
ment, was  identified  600  feet 
away  in  the  jugular  of  beloved 
high  school  quarterback  Zack 
Brown,  who  had  recently  de- 
feated cancer  and  was  on  his 
way  to  win  the  Metro  Cup 
for  his  high  school’s  football 
team  in  the  final  game  of  the 
season.  Local  medical  profes- 
sionals lament  the  loss  of  Zack 


Brown  as  a rare  element  in  his 
bloodstream  may  have  held 
the  key  to  curing  cancer. 

“The  sheer  magnitude  of 
the  disaster  created  by  one 
car  is  actually  impressive, 
although  obviously  devas- 
tating and  quite  tragic  too,” 
remarked  police  chief  Doug 
Williams.  “It’s  almost  as  if 
the  on-board  computers  had 
something  to  do  with  creating 
the  perfect  catastrophe.” 

Recent  rumours  buzz- 
ing across  online  technology 
blogs  have  suggested  that  Ap- 
ple Inc.  may  attempt  to  create 
its  own  self-driving  car  to  cap- 
italize on  Microsoft’s  obvious 
weak  spot.  As  a precautionary 
measure,  the  United  States 
military  has  surrounded  the 
Apple  campus  in  preparation 
for  what  might  emerge. 

More  details  on  the  Mi- 
crosoft casualties  will  become 
available  as  firefighters  con- 
tinue to  clear  car  wreckages 
and  building  rubble.

CAPE  COD,  MASSACHUSETTS- 

Technology  giant  Apple 
made  waves  with  yacht 
clubs  throughout  Canada 
and  the  United  States  today 
when  their  application  to  patent 
the  colour  white®  successfully 
passed.

Mr.  Charles  Beaufort-

PYONGYANG,  NORTH  KOREA- 

During  the  late  Kim  Jong- 
Il’s  rule,  consumption 
of  food  was  strictly 
outlawed  in  the  Democratic 
People’s  Republic  of  Korea,  to 
combat  the  Western  notion  that 
one  must  eat  in  order  to  survive.

“I  used  to  think  that  my  re- 
spect for  our  leader  couldn’t 
possibly  be  greater,”  one  Pyong- 
yang resident  reportedly  said, 
according  to  the  Committee  re- 
lease. “Now,  they’ve  shown  me 
how  wrong  I was.  My  respect 
for  our  glorious  leader  is  even 
higher!” 

The  newly  introduced  food 
market  in  North  Korea  is  already 
booming,  as  millions  of  families 
swarm  to  purchase  as  much  as 
they  can.  Cheerful  faces  can  be 
seen  all  around  and  full  bellies 
are  plentiful,  the  Committee’s 
press  release  strongly 
emphasizes.  Apparently,  North 
Korea’s  “Apple  Stores"  have 
citizens  lining  up  in  droves,  as 


the  fruit  is  proving  to  be  the 
most  popular  food  item  for 
grocery  shoppers.  In  addition, 
the  new  market  is  projected  to 
allow  for  an  explosion  of  fast 
food  restaurants  opening  in 
North  Korea,  which  is  highly 
anticipated  by  the  country’s 
industrial  engineers. 

The  Committee  press  report 


concludes  by  noting  that  Kim 
Jong-Un  believes  his  decision 
will  help  stimulate  world  econo- 
mies and  solve  pressing  global 
humanitarian  issues.  Specifi- 
cally, Kim  Jong-Un  hopes  he 
has  convinced  some  African 
countries  to  follow  suit  in  the 
legalization  of  food,  meaning 
his  decision  could  be  the  cata- 


lyst needed  to  finally  beat  world 
hunger. 

No  reporters  have  yet  been 
allowed  inside  North  Korea  to 
investigate  the  story  further, 
and  that  one  guy  from  the  To- 
ronto Star  who  ran  into  the 
DMZ  with  a pair  of  binoculars 
still  hasn’t  been  heard  from.

PYONGYANG,  NORTH  KOREA- 

Tensions  between  North 
Korea  and  the  United 
States  began  escalating 
again  this  week,  but  not  because 
of  nuclear  proliferation,  missile 
testing,  human  rights  injustices 
or  any  of  the  other  conflicts  of 
the  past.  This  time,  it’s  all  about 
Apples. 

"When  a customer  walks  into 
a store  and  sees  that  an  Apple 
product  costs  twice  as  much  as 
everything  else,  they'll  buy  it 
anyway  because  it's  an  Apple," 
explains  Apple  Marketing  Rep 
Daniel  Wilkinson,  "That's  just 
the  Apple  Experience." 

In  light  of  the  recent  legal- 
ization of  food  in  North  Korea, 
many  government-owed  shops 
and  stalls  across  the  country 
have  begun  to  sell  fruits  and 
vegetables  at  the  standard  gov- 


ernment mandated  50000% 
markup.  One  such  markup  is 
on  the  cost  of  apples,  and  that's 
where  Apple  Inc.  feels  they  have 
been  wronged. 

"North  Koreans  all  over  the 
country  will  soon  be  going  into 
shops,  buying  apples  for  five 
hundred  times  the  actual  cost 
and  walking  out  happy  with 
themselves.  Their  fearless  lead- 
er will  tell  them  that  the  apples 
are  getting  better  and  healthier 
and  more  colourful,  and  every- 
one will  believe  him  because 
they're  blind  to  the  truth  of  the 
real  world.  And  no  matter  how 
many  times  they  buy  the  same 
thing,  they'll  always  think  that 
spending  half  their  salary  on 
apples  was  a good  idea.  This  is 
exactly  the  Apple  Experience, 
and  for  this  reason  Apple  Inc. 
demands  compensation." 

North  Korea,  unable  to  af- 
ford the  lawsuit  or  a defense  at- 


torney, has  agreed  to  cease  the 
sale  of  apples  in  markets  until 
an  agreement  can  be  found.  In 


the  meantime,  no  word  yet  has 
come  from  Microsoft  on  wheth- 
er they  will  contest  the  use  of 


broken  windows  in  North  Ko- 
rean homes.

A public-relations  night- 
mare of  a year  for  To- 
ronto Mayor  Rob  Ford, 
ivith  failed  weight  loss 
challenges,  conflict-of-interest 
hearings  and  an  inconceivably 
large  number  of  hilarious  and 
stupid  things  said  on  record,  is 
about  to  get  worse. 

A mere  month  and  a half 
after  being  photographed  read- 
ing while  driving  on  the  notori- 
ously dangerous  Gardiner  Ex- 
pressway, Mayor  Ford  has  been 
caught  doing  the  exact  same 
thing.

TORONTO,  ONTARIO  - 

The  Toronto  Stock  Ex- 
change looked  to  build 
on  last  week's  advances 
Monday,  with  sentiment  im- 
proved by  weekend  polls  indi- 
cating Greeks  want  to.  stay  in 
the  Eurozone,  but  economists 
nationwide  were  caught  by  sur- 
prise when  the  entire  Canadian 
economy  came  to  an  abrupt  halt 
in  the  middle  of  the  day.  There 
are  a variety  of  theories  of  how 
this  came  to  be,  but  the  gener- 
al consensus  of  experts  is  that 
Canada's  money  is  now  simply, 
"too  cool  to  spend."

Experts  herald  the  latest  gener- 
ation of  currency  as  the  "singu- 
larity of  currency-coolness,"  as 
Canadians  from  coast  to  coast 
have  suddenly  stopped  wanting 


to  part  with  their  dollars. 

"Have  you  seen  these 
things?"  said  University  of  To- 
ronto student  Chad  Sheldon. 
"The  new  toonie  has  engravings 
on  the  side!  The  side  is  like  a 
millimeter  thick,  how  the  fuck 
did  they  do  that?" 

"Not  only  are  the  bills  made 
of  polymer  now,"  remarked  U of 
T Chemistry  major  Jane  Dora, 
"but  they're  holographic  too!  I 
never  had  Pokemon  cards  half 
as  cool  as  these  things." 

"I  honestly  can't  think  of  any- 
thing I could  possibly  buy  that 
would  be  more  appealing  than 
the  money  itself,"  tweeted  uni- 
versity president  David  Naylor. 

To  gain  perspective  from 
the  other  end  of  the  intellectual 
spectrum,  Toike  Oike  reporter 
Robin  Kowalski  interviewed 
students  at  Ryerson  Univer- 
sity campus.

ternoon,  she  returned  with  a 
great  number  of  stories  just  like 
these  as  well  as  two  aerospace 
degrees,  with  honours. 

In  a desperate  attempt  to 
reboot  the  economy,  The  Cana- 
dian Mint  has  quickly  started 
manufacturing  a new  line  of 
"less  desirable"  currency.

Apple  iOS  6 Maps

As  you  may  have  heard, 
Apple  iOS  6 for  the 
iPhone  5 has  recently 
dropped  Google  Maps  support, 
instead  opting  to  use  its  own 
Apple  Maps.  Many  customers 
and  reviewers  have  complained 
about  the  new  software,  citing  its 
unreliability  and  inaccuracy,  so 
I set  out  to  do  my  own  trial  run 
for  the  Toike  Oike.  The  results 
were  highly  informative,  and 
with  any  luck  the  nightmares 
will  go  away  after  a few  weeks. 
Hopefully... 

The  test  I conducted  consist- 
ed of  a typical  commute,  depart- 
ing south  from  Yonge  and  Finch 
at  8am  with  University  and  Col- 
lege as  the  destination.  With- 
out any  GPS  support,  the  drive 
typically  takes  1 hour  and  10 
minutes.  Using  Google  Map's 
recommended  route,  I was  able 
to  make  the  drive  in  58  minutes. 
Therefore,  if  I arrive  at  my  desti- 
nation at  9:10am  or  earlier,  Ap- 
ple Maps  will  have  been  useful. 
If  I arrive  at  8:58am  or  earlier, 
Apple  Maps  will  be  better  than 
Google  Maps.

Ap- 
ple Maps  has  instructed  me  to 
stop  by  an  old  hardware  store 
and  buy  a flashlight?  Wtf?  Got 
the  cheapest  one  they  had  just 
for  kicks.
